Particulars of the 
rules as they gpply to letters and postals 
lave already been outlined, All cheques, 
drafts, bills of exchange and receipts 
passed through the banks for payment 
must bear a two-cent stamp, either an 
ordinary postage stamp or the special war 
Stamps must be affixed to 
cheques at the time they are signed—the 
cheques will not be legal tender otherwise 
and the person issuing them will be liable 
to.a heavy penalty in the event of von- 
compliance.

Men From Trenches Are Washed by 
the Fifties 

One side of warfare which has its 
rise from the difficulties of trenen 
fighting is the necessity of washing 
men after they have cerved a term 
he mud and water with which the 
ditches are fillea. At the conclusion 
of the trench work ileir clothing must 
all be laundered anc they have to Le 
refitted completely. An officer of the 
British Medical Corps in a letter .o 
the London Times says: 

“Yesterday I had a new job. I have 
been put with my thirty-six bearers in 
a brewery, and our job is this: Whena 
brigade comes out of the trenches the 
men are very muddy and dirty. We 
have to see to the washing of the 
en. They are to come in to me by 
ties. They go up to a big room on 
the seco.d floor and undress, then 
they all go down to the basement, 
where there are fifty tubs of water. 
They wash there and then go upstairs 
and dry themselves. 

“Meanwhile their clothes have been 
taken and sorted out. Those used up 
and torn are destroyed and the re- 
mainder are sorted out and packed in 
a Wagon and sent two hundred . ards 
down the road to another brewery, 
where there are twenty-four washer- 
women, who wash and iron all the 
clothes. The men are supplied with 
all clean things—at first with new, but 
later on those sent to the washer- 
women are ready for use, and so on 
it goes. 

“We start work at eight o'clock to- 
morrow morring and wil! go on until 
five’ o'clock without a break; 1,000 
men a day we have got to do. As you 
can imagine, we are very busy. We 
have to scrub the brewery out Dery 
top to bottom, wash out fifty tubs, and

Famines in Britain 


History Recalls Several Times When 
Britain Suffered From Famine 


times while the old muzzle loading 
Sprinefield rifle of fifty years ago | 
fired once; and the modern gun car- 
ries to kill over one mile. The modern 
artillery guns not only carry six times 
as far as the guns I used to hear in! 
battle, but the death missiles they | 
carry are more than three times as 
gestructive. 

“Another striking difference be- 
tween the two wars is the large num- 
ber of generals who were killed in 
battle in our war, and the remarkable 
absence of any distinguished victims 
in either the armies in the European 
combat, where at least twenty times | 
as many colonels and generals are en- 
gaged. Up-to-date, and on a battle 
front of over 200 miles in East Prus- 
pia and France, I have heard of only | 
two generals of the line killed in bat- | 
tle, while in a five hour battle at, 
Franklin, Tennessee, Nodvember 30, | 
1854, on a battle front of only twoand 
one-half miles, twelve Confederate 
generals were killed or desperately 
wounded. 

“We read also of bayonet charges 
reported from Paris, Berlin, Petrograd 
and London, almost qaily. If I were 
a betting man, I would wager my Jan- 
uary salary, $625, against a Panama |, 
bond that neither in any Russian or! 
German or French or Wnglish field | 
hospital can ten soldiers be found af- | 
flicted with bayonet wounds. 

“In our Civil War our field t-enches | 
were only waist deep generally 
thrown up over night, while in the} 
European war they are over six feet | 
deep. and covered with adequate pro. 
tection against the havoc of exploding | 
shells. The infantry arm of the ser- 
vice is under ground and out of sight. 
And when the field hospital record of 
this war is written it will be found 
that six soldiers died from pneumonia 
and maligrant fevers, contracted in 
the damp trenches, to one killed in 
battle. 

“In our war the soldiers on the 
march or around the bivouac fires at 
night sang patriotic songs, written by 
eoldier song writers. The North ral- 
lied tc ‘We are Coming, Father Abra- 
ham,” ‘We have drunk from the same 
canteen,” ‘Tramp, ‘ramp the boys are 
marching,” and the “Battle Cry of 
freedom.” while the Southern soldiers 
sang “Dixie,” “The bonnie blue flag,” 
“Somebody's darling,” “Maryland, my 
Marylend.” In all some fifty inspir- 
ing hattle songs were sung. The only 
song so far heard in the damp and 
distressful trenches is “Tipperary,” a 
roly-poly ditty without an inspiring 
idea. 

“On the 14th of June, 1864, I com- 
manded the skirmishers of 2nd Divi- 
sion, 23 Army Corys, which assaulted 
Pine Mountain, Georgia, at the right 
of Kenesaw.

Show Held in Crookston ft 
Rotation of crops, the oid story ever 
new when farmers interested in ad- 
vancea agricultural methods get to- 
gether, was the keynote of meeting of 
the fourth annual Farm Crops show.

Development association held in 
Crookston. ye ; 

The theories advanced were backed 
up by ears of corn which’bore blue 
ribbons, big potatoc> just right for 
baking; big onions, wheat, Oats and al- 
most every otaer kind of vegetable in 
the catalogue which Were prize win- 
| ners. 

Standardization o! crops was an- 
other featuis that received attention. 
Bettér markets fc: their products was 
the tempting prophecy held up by 
those who urged the fart-ers gathered 
at the meeting to get together and 

vork for a standard for their seed. 

If anyone doubted tha. corn could 
be raised in the nerthern part of the 
| State he should f2ve seen the’ exhibits 
which lined*the walls of the. Armory. 
Crops that the most optimistic did not 
dream of four years ago when the first 
farm crop show w:~ held are now an 
inspiring sight. Sentiment is being 
created through the organization that 
is aiding in the developfhent of this 
section of the state. All doubt as to 
the possibility of growing prize corn 
and grain is now removed. The goil 
has gtood the test, it is now a question 
of the man behinc and the variety, ac- 
cording to those who spoce at the 
meeting. i 

“If the farmers will only get togeth- 
er we can put Minnesota on the map 
as.a-seed prodvcing state,” declared 
C. P. Bull of the gepertment of agri- 
culture of the university. “We have 
the quality, the soil ad climate here; 
al] we need now is to get the peopl3 
together.” ? 

“People are more. and more living 
out of paper bags anc tin cans, As a 
result, Minnesota has an opportunity 
to develop the canuing industry and 
the farmers should keep this in mind 
in the raising of their vegetables, The 
best early Crosby corn is raised in 
this state. We should specialize in 
this type of green corn, as we would 
not have the competition that we are 
pat to in competing in other varie- 
ties.” 

The rotation of crops is the balance 
wheel of farming, according to Forest 
Henry of the agricultural extension 
division of the university. “Nature 
unlocks just enough plate food each 
year so that the lazy farmer will pot 
siarve -to death,” he said. “If you 


want better crops than that you have]. 


to go to work for them. 

“The farmers of Minnesota are 
| planting enough acreage but are not 
paying enough attention to the suil.” 

The exhibit shows that the fermers 
must reckon with the high schooi boys 
with scientific training if they wisk to 
win any prizes in the future. Two 
.boys from Hast Grand Forks, Minn., 
are the winners of awards in ‘the 
growing of corn. These two bys are 
members of a corn clud connected 
with the high school of their town. 
Stewart Austin, 15 years old, carried 
off the fir:t prize for the best tea 
ears shown from his couaty, the first 
prize for .he ten best ears in the 
boys’ acre contes* and the reserve 
sweepstakes for the best ten ears in 
the whole exhibit. 

John Croy of East Grand Forks, 16 
years old, president of the East Grand | 
Forks Boys’ Corn Club, won the first 
prize for the best ten ears of dent 
corn, the cs’ cond prize for the best ‘en 
ears of corn from Lis county, and the 
reserve sweepstakes for the thirty 
best vars in the whole exhibit. The 
only men to measure up to these boys 
are A. D. VanSickle of Warren. who 
won the sweepstakes for the ten best 
“ars, and C. C.. Williams of Detroit, 
who won sweepstakes for the ‘thirty 
best ears. 


Home Test For Dirt In Milk

The cotto. is then removed and placed 
on clean white car to dry. If there 
is evidence of dirt upon it .he atten- 
tion of the milkman may de called 
to this direct evidence ‘of careless 
handling and if  zyuble persists the 
local he&lth a thorities may well be 
notifie..

-t gome time, but it is stated that 
since the war commenced a new 
phase of the gituation has been pre- 
sented to the attention of the govern- 
ment. 

As a ©onsequence of the war there 
has been «ome apprehension express- 
ed to the satety of the irish ana 
Scotch linen iadust., which in former 
years drew uw large pirt of its raw 
material from Belgium, France and 
Russia, and wocse supply from these 
countries has been practically cut off. 
It is stated that there have recenuy 
been in this coun.:- several rcpresen- 
tatives of large —ritish mills i. an en- 
deavor to enilst the co-operation of 
Senge in the larger production of 

ax. 

Although there has never been a 
linen industry in Canada, flax has 
been grown in small quantities in'On- 
tario and Quebec for the use of resi- 
dents in the home manutacture of: 
linen cloth. It fg recorded, however, 
that in only a few sections of Western 
Ontario in 1904, 700 tons of bre wére 
produced which brought a price of 
$201 per ton. The average price fo- 
lrish flax fibre during th: past five 
years has been $325 per ton, while the 
Belgian flax fibre averaged $405. » 

In Western Canada it is estimated 
that one million tons of flax straw are 
burned every year, and that if a prac- 
tical method were found for produc- 
ing fibre a, splendid opportunity wovld 
be presented for taking advartage of 
the British requirements and the Eur- 
opean scarcity. 

It ig. understood that the govern- 
ment has under considera‘ion some 
proposal for the encouragement of 
this industry in the Dom-nion. 


Potash ‘in Agriculture 


Several Canadian Sources of Potash 
Are Available to the Farmer 

For many years tne Stassfurt mines 
‘in Germany have been practically the 
sole gource of tLe potash compounds 
used for fertilizing purposes on this 
continent. Among the eVil effects re- 
sulting from the }resent war, there- 
fore, may be counved the cutting orf 
from the markets of the world the 
supply of this material. Or. Shutt, 
Dominion chemist,. regards this cir 
cumstance as not 60 serious as some 
may consider. In ordér to place his 
views before the farmers cf Canada 
Dr. Shutt has issued Circular No. 7 of 
the Experimental Farms, “Potash in 
Agriculture.” It takes up the subject 
under severai heacs and reaches the 
following conciusions: 

“It is only our light, sandy and 
gravelly scils that are markedly defic- 
dent in potash aud this element is only 
specially called fo: by clover, pota- 
toes, roots and leafy crops generally. 
There is yet some potash in the mar- 
ket though it will probably ‘have to 
be purchased in. the form yf a com- 
plete fertilizer. We have several Can- 
‘adian sources of potash available to 
the farmer—notably liquid manure, 
wood ashes ani sea weei—materials 
rich in this useful constituent and 
which are more or less rapidly obtain- 
able in many: parts of the Dominion. 
And lastly there are the indirect 
potassic fertilizers, which though not 
adding to the sum total o1 tie soil's 
potash yet may serve a useful pur- 
pose by liberating it in available forms 
and thus in times such us the present 
may help to tide us over until potasn 
compouads are once more upon the 
marke}.". < i

Wise Doctor Gave Good 
Hair-Growing Recipe 


Philadelphia, April _ 7. —Interesting 
features of the ancient Mosaic laws were 
detailed by Professor Vamdem M. Cobern 
of Allegheny college in a lecture here to- 
day on ‘‘Moses and His Times.’’ Recent 
discoveries by archaeologists, he declared, 
have confirmed the biblical account of 
Moses. 

‘*Many of the laws of Moses are copics 

of more ancient Jaws,’ ’aid Dr. Cobern, 
“but the nucleus of his law was so yalu- 
able that round ‘it have been built the 
laws of the civilized world today. Ono 
of the old Mosaic Jaws fixed the salary of 
a surgeon. If he succeeded in an opera- 
tidn he received a certain sum; if he 
failed his right arm was cut off.’”’ 
’ Under the same law, the speaker said, 
a contractor was put to death in case a 
building he had eonstructed fel) and 
killed some one, or if a burglary was 
committed in a town, the mayor and 
council were held responsible for it. 

‘*Moses could have written his laws in 
any one of six languages,’’ Dr. Cobern 
added, ‘‘The doctors of theday were ag 
wise as ours ; they wrote their preserip- 
tions in an ancient tongue that nobody 
else could understand. I’ye seen pro- 
scriptions for making the hair grow. 
They were printed on papyrus and the 
fact that one was a good one was proved 
‘by a note written beside it in another 
hand; ‘It does the work, too.’ ’’
